John Marshall undoubtedly shed tears
over Fanoy Kewble, just as the eminent Peno-
sylvama Chief Justice, Joho Banuister Gibson,
idolized old Joseph Jefferson, Duvis, of Il-
linoise, and Swayne, of Olio, Miller, of Iowa,
ard Clifford, of Maiue, do no deoy their weak-
pess for a good opera or ballet, and Joseph
Story, like Caleb Cushing, erjoyed a good
pivel, apd wrote some very fair poetry wheo
he was a young man. :

So that there are many reasous why a states-
man who has got through with other offices
should aspire to round his career by a seat on
she velvet cushions of the Supreme Bench. It
is ftor life. It is & social power. Lt is a cosy
lookout on politics. It i8 a solid dignity. Itis
ot an exhaustive labor. The salary is good,
apnd pever touched except to be raised. As the
law is the royal profession iv this country, 80 a
place in the Supreme Court is the only royal
laural that can be placed on the Awmerican law-
yur's brow.

«mallest to the largest; it will stick sash (circu-
lar or straight) aud doors with a perfection not
surpassed by any machine; it will rip and cross-
cut rapidly and accurately; it is adapted to
turviug circular mouldiogs up to eighteen in-
ches in diameter, or straight work; it will bore
with avy bit or augur; 1s easily adjusted and
very accurate and rapid.

Tre IsLaNDs oF THE SouTH PaActric. —Re-
cent advices from Australia show that the is-
lands of the South Pacific are fast increasiog in
commercial importance. The Aucklavd Steam
Packet Compauy. having a steam service to
the Fiji Islands, will procure additional steam-
ers to supply their incressing coasting trade.
A steamer is also to be placed regularly on the
passage between Aucklaud and Poverty Buy,
aud another steawer is ou her way out from
London to evgage in the coasting trade. Seven-
ty miles of the Auckland and Wakalo Railroad
were opened recently. The Maori Kiog and
his son were paying friendly visits to the set-
tlers. Tbe harvest promised to be abundant.
In the other colonies the wheat crop will show
a falling off. There is a great demwand for la-
bor in the various parts of the colonies. Trade
with the Islands of Fiji and other groups io
the South Sea is increasiog. The sugar trade
is to receive an impetus by the establishment
of sugar refiveries, The Union Steam Ship
Luug Company, with a capital of $250,000, has
beeu orgavized at Duneden to meet the grow-
ing requirewents of the shippiog trade of New
Z2aland, and the New Zealund Navigation Co.
will enlarge its capital iu order to provide ad-
ditional steamers to Fiji. The feeling is prow-
iog stronger in favor of the annexation of Fiji,
It 18 urged that England should at ance assume
the sovercigoty of the Fiji lslavds, owiog to
the frcquent troubles between the white setilers
aud the patives, and it iy anoounced that av
euvoy will be sent to Washiogton, and most
likely to Europe, to press upon the great pow-
ers the claims of the British to a full recogoi-
tion of their rights io Fiji,

SINGULAR SUIT.—A queer cuse of litigation,
growiog out of the yellow fever scourage iuMem-
phis last summer, 18 now io progress in Wash-
itgion. The complainant is David Afflick, who
seeks to recover possession of his iofunt grand-
daughter, who is said to be the sole heiress ofa
large fortune iv Mewpbis, comivg to her from
her parents.  Io May last Aflick was suddenly
called to Mcmphis by the death of his son, be
having fallen & viotim to the epidemic, which
had just then begun. Upoo his arrival there
he fouod that his son, bis son's wife and two
daughters had likewise died. Distracted by
this overwhelmiog calamity, that had in three
days’ taken every member of the fawily but
this babe, the cholcra srill raging, all business
bl_lSj'lEI.l(‘led and haviog no opportunity to settle
bis son's affairs, ‘0o courts being in session, he
placed the babe io the hands of a Mrs. Rogers,
promising to call for it in ooe mooth. Two
weeks subsequently, however, the respondent
in the case, a relative of the babe's mother,
went to Mrs. Rogers, and forcibly tock the
child from her in spite of her remonstrances
sud tears, and without any authority brought
it to Washiogtoo, where he had chbanged the
uame to Robeees Afflick, and had annouoced
his iotention of takiog possession o' the pro-
perty to which the child had fullen heir. There
1S & prospeet of a long struggle between the
y‘tn al cluimants, and it would not be surprisiog
it the entire property were devoured in the at-
tewpt to settle the question as to who has the
prier cluim to the body of the infeut heiress.
